American 
To Charge 
For Bags 

Airline announces $15 fee for 
1st piece of ehecked luggage 

FORT WORTH, TEXAS I American Airlines will 
start charging $15 for the first checked bag, 
cut domestic flights and lay off possibly thou- 
sands of workers as it grapples with record- 
high fuel prices. 

American plans to cut domestic flight 
capacity by 11 percent to 12 percent in the 
fourth quarter, after the peak summer season 
is over. That’s more than double American’s 
previous plans to cut flying by 4.6 percent 
in late 2008. 

The nation’s largest carrier said 
Wednesday the fee for the first checked 
bag starts June 15 and that it would raise 
other fees for services ranging from reser- 
vation help to oversized bags. The other fees 
will mostly range from $5 to $50 per service, 
the airline said. Last month it announced it 
would join other carriers in charging $25 for 
second bags checked for some passengers, but 
it wasn’t immediately clear how Wednesday’s 
announcement would affect that. 

American’s proposed fee for the first 
checked bag would exempt people who 
belong to elite levels of its frequent flyer 
programs, those who bought full-fare tick- 
ets and those traveling overseas. 

Delta Air Lines Inc. spokeswoman Betsy 
Talton said the Atlanta-based airline has no 
current plans to match American’s fee for 
the first checked bag, but is considering all 
options, since oil is at $130 per barrel, (ap)

Senator hints she may

NEW YORK I Two weeks before the 
final primary in their marathon 
battle, Barack Obama and Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton were cam- 
paigning hard Wednesday. Both 
were in Florida, but their goals 
could hardly have been more dif- 
ferent — or said more about how 
each one hopes to bring their his- 
toric race to a close. 

Obama, feeling sure of the Dem- 
ocratic nomination, was trying to 
stake an early claim to a state that 
could be crucial in the general 
election against Republican John 
McCain. Clinton, insisting she 
can still be her party’s nominee, 
was making an impassioned plea 
for the state’s disputed primary 
results to be counted. 

“We believe the popular vote 


is the truest expression of your 
will. We believe it today just as we 
believed it back in 2000 when, right 
here in Florida, you learned the hard 
way what happens when your votes 


aren’t counted and a candidate with 
fewer votes is declared the winner,” 
Clinton said at a retirement home 
in Boca Raton, Fla. 

“I am here today because I 


believe the decision our party 
faces is not just about the fate of 
these votes and outcome of these 
primaries; it’s about about wheth- 
er we will uphold our most funda- 
mental values as Democrats and 
Americans,” Clinton said. 

While she has signaled that the 
race will soon end after the final 
primaries June 3, Clinton is also 
counting on a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic Party’s rules committee May 
31 to bring an end to the dispute 
over Michigan and Florida. 

If the committee does not satis- 
factorily resolve the matter, Clinton 
hinted she would support a drawn- 
out battle that could go to the par- 
ty’s convention in August. 

“Yes, I will. I will, because I 
feel very strongly about this,” Clin- 
ton said told The Associated Press 
when asked whether her campaign 
would support Michigan and Flori- 
da if they pressed the issue into the

Study: Peers Help Smokers 


Researchers say urge 
to kick the habit often 
spreads within groups 

LOS ANGELES I The urge to smoke 
is contagious, but quitting appar- 
ently is, too. 

A team of researchers who 
showed that obesity can spread 
person to person has found a simi- 
lar pattern with smoking cessation: 
A smoker is more likely to kick the 
habit if a spouse, friend, co-worker 
or sibling did. 

What’s more is that smokers 
tend to quit in groups, and those 
who don’t stop puffing increasingly 
find themselves pushed to the edge 
of their social circles, the research-

‘Your smoking behavior depends 
upon not just the smoking behav- 
ior of the people you know, but also 
the people who they know” and so 
on, said Dr. Nicholas Christakis, 
a medical sociologist at Harvard 


Medical School and lead author of 
the new report. 

The findings back up previous 
studies showing that peer influence 
plays a key role in people’s decision 
to stop lighting up and provide evi- 
dence that the “buddy system” used 
by smoking cessation, weight loss 
and alcoholism programs to change 
addictive behavior works. 

Not surprisingly, the greatest 
influence was seen in close rela- 
tionships. When a spouse stops 
smoking, the other partner is 
67 percent less likely to smoke. 
Similarly, when a friend quits, the 
odds of the other continuing drops 
by 36 percent. The odds are simi- 
lar among co-workers and siblings.

Senators Take Aim at Oil Executives 


In contentious session, 
lawmakers say execs 
are acting like victims 

WASHINGTON | On a day oil prices 
leaped to unheard-of highs, sena- 
tors lined up Big Oil’s biggest exec- 
utives and pummeled them with 
complaints that they’re pretend- 
ing to be “hapless victims” while 
raking in record profits. 

“Where is the corporate con- 
science?” Sen. Dick Durbin, D-Ill., 
asked the top executives of the five 


largest U.S. oil companies. 

It’s all about economics, came 
the reply. Supply and demand. 
The company leaders tried to shift 
attention from motorists’ anger over 
$4-per-gallon gasoline to a debate 
over new areas for drilling. 

But senators at the Judiciary 
Committee hearing weren’t hav- 
ing any of that. 

“People we represent are hurt- 
ing; the companies you represent 
are profiting,” Sen. Patrick Leahy, 
D-Vt., told the executives. He said 
there’s a “disconnect” between legit- 


imate supply issues and the prices 
motorists are seeing. 

The executives, sitting shoulder 
to shoulder in the hearing room, 
said they understood people were 
hurting, but they tried to blunt the 
emotion with economic analysis. 

“The fundamental laws of supply 
and demand are at work,” said John 
Hofmeister, chairman of Shell Oil 
Co., acknowledging it is something 
the oil industry has been saying for 
some time and that the explanation 
may sound “repetitive and uninter- 
esting.”

Engineers question 
flood defenses being 
rebuilt in New Orleans 

NEW ORLEANS I Despite more than 
$22 million in repairs, a levee that 
broke with catastrophic effect dur- 
ing Hurricane Katrina is leaking 
again because of the mushy ground 
on which New Orleans was built, 
raising serious questions about the 
city’s flood defenses. 

Outside engineering experts who 
have studied the project told The 
Associated Press that the type of 
seepage spotted at the 17th Street 
Canal in the Lakeview neighbor- 
hood afflicts other New Orleans 
levees, too, and could cause some of 
them to collapse during a storm. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
has spent about $4 billion so far of 
the $14 billion set aside by Congress 
to repair and upgrade the metro- 
politan area’s hundreds of miles of 
levees by 2011. Some outside experts 
said the leak could mean that bil- 
lions more will be needed and that 
some of the work already completed 
may need to be redone. 

“It is all based on a 30 -year-old 
defunct model of thinking, and it 
means that when they wake up to 
this one — really — our cost is going 


to increase significantly,” said Bob 
Bea, a civil engineer at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
disputed the experts’ dire assess- 


ment. The agency said it is taking 
the risk of seepage into account and 
rebuilding the levees with an ade- 
quate margin of safety. 

The 17th Street Canal floodwall 


collapsed on the day Katrina surged 
over New Orleans in August 2005, 
and the failure severely damaged 
Lakeview. 

Fixing the 17th Street Canal 
has been one of the most laborious 
repair jobs since the storm and has 
served as something of a test case 
for scientists and engineers. 

Among other things, they 
repaired the wall by driving inter- 
locking sheets of steel 60 feet into 
the ground, compared with about 
17 feet before the storm. The sheet 
metal is supposed to prevent canal 
water from seeping under the levee 
through the wet, toothpaste-like soil 
that lies beneath the city. 

Over the past few months, how- 
ever, the corps found evidence that 
canal water is seeping through the 
joints in the sheet metal and then 
rising to the surface on the other 
side of the levee, forming puddles. 

Engineers said the boggy ground 
is a more serious problem than the 
corps realizes. Donald Jolissaint, 
chief of the corps’ technical support 
branch in New Orleans, denied the 
problem is serious. 

“I, personally, do not at all believe 
that this little wet spot is anything 
that is going to cause a breach 
or a failure of any kind,” he said.

Israel, Syria Announce Peace Talks 


Both countries confirm 
they have spoken via 
Turkey for over a year 

JERUSALEMI Israel and Syria unex- 
pectedly announced Wednesday the 
resumption of peace talks after an 
eight-year break, saying they have 
been speaking indirectly through 
Turkish mediators for more than a 
year, “in order to achieve the goal 
of comprehensive peace.” 

The longtime adversaries each 
have something to gain from the 
dialogue. Israel wants to reduce Syr- 
ian support for anti-Israel militants 
in Gaza and Lebanon, while Syria is 
eager to improve ties with the U.S. 
and end its isolation. 

But many obstacles, including an 
Israeli public opposed to ceding the 
strategic Golan Heights to Syria, a

scandal-plagued Israeli prime min- 
ister and Syria’s providing a home 
base for radical militants, will make 
it difficult to reach a deal. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 


Olmert and Syrian President Bashar 
Assad both recently confirmed their 
countries had exchanged messages. 
But Wednesday’s announcement, in 
identical statements issued minutes 
apart by Israel, Syria and Turkey, 
was the first official confirmation 
peace talks were under way. 

“Syria and Israel have start- 
ed indirect peace talks under the 
auspices of Turkey,” the statement 
said. It said the two enemies “have 
declared their intent to conduct 
these talks in good faith and with 
an open mind,” with a goal of reach- 
ing a comprehensive peace. 

Noticeably absent from the 
announcement was the U.S., the 
traditional power broker in the 
region. White House spokeswoman 
Dana Perino suggested the U.S. was 
informed in advance but was not 
participating, joseffederman(ap)

MADRID, SPA IN I Spain’s prime min- 
ister said Wednesday the arrest of 
the reputed leader of the armed 
Basque separatist group ETA 
and three other 
senior members 
has dealt the 
militant organi- 
zation a serious 
setback.

the suspects had 
been behind recent ETA killings. 

Premier Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero said the arrest of Fran- 
cisco Javier Lopez Pena in Bor- 
deaux, France, on Tuesday night was 
“another important step in the victo - 
ry of democracy against terror.” (ap)

President Mbeki OKs 
crackdown after unrest 
kills 42 over 10 days 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
President Thabo Mbeki gave the 
go-ahead Wednesday for troops 
to step in and quell a surge of 
anti-immigrant violence that has 
left 42 dead and driven thousands 
from their homes. 

It would be the first time troops 
have been sent into Johannesburg’s 
townships since the end of apart- 
heid in 1994. 

Police spokesman Govindsamy 
Mariemuthoo said 42 people had 
died and 16,000 had been displaced 
following about 10 days of unrest, 
most of which flared in squat- 
ter camps that are home to poor 
South Africans and immigrants 


from neighboring countries. 

About 400 arrests have been 
made, he said. 

Mbeki approved a police request 


to have the South African National 
Defense Force help crack down on 
the attacks on foreign nationals in 
and around Johannesburg, a state- 


ment from his office said. 

Mariemuthoo said details of how 
troops would be deployed still were 
being finalized. 

Zimbabweans, Malawians, 
Mozambicans and others from 
neighboring countries have been 
the main targets of the attacks. 
They came to South Africa, the 
region’s economic hub, looking for 
work and ended up sharing squatter 
camps with poor — and increasingly 
frustrated — South Africans. 

Also Wednesday, there were 
reports of violence spreading to the 
port city of Durban, where police 
said a mob armed with sticks and 
bottles descended overnight on a 
tavern believed to be owned by a 
foreigner. No one was injured in 
the attack Tuesday night, police 
spokeswoman Phindile Radebe

China Promises 
Rebuilding Fund 

XINHUA, CHINA I Chinese leaders 
moved to contain the political 
aftershocks of last week’s deadly 
earthquake, promising a $10 bil- 
lion reconstruction fund, reining in 
the recently aggressive media and 
trying to keep despair from turning 
to anger in the disaster zone. 

More schools reopened in the 
fairly orderly and teeming tented 
refugee camps in some of the larg- 
er towns and cities affected by the 
quake. The government evacuated 
more of the injured from hospitals 
on specially outfitted trains staffed 
by doctors; 242 patients left the city 
of Jiangyou for the southwestern 
provincial capital of Kunming. 

Only one rescue was reported 
— that of 35 -year- old Cui Chang- 
hui trapped for 216 hours in a water 
diversion tunnel at a hydropower 
plant construction site, (ap)

Australia Rethinks 
Wildlife Management 


Wealth of kangaroos, 
lack of Tasmanian 
devils prompt changes 

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA | Too many 
kangaroos, too few Tasmanian dev- 
ils. Two of the country’s beloved 
icons are challenging Austra- 
lians’ thinking on wildlife man- 
agement. 

Researchers are trying to battle a 
contagious cancer epidemic among 
Tasmanian devils that has cut its 
population by up to 60 percent in a 
decade. The government of Tasma- 
nia, the only place where the dev- 
ils exist in the wild, on Wednesday 
reclassified the animal from vulner- 
able to endangered status. 

At the same time, an abun- 
dance of kangaroos has prompted 
the government to begin admin- 
istering lethal injections to 400 of 
the animals. 

Protesters have vowed to seek a 
court injunction to stop the slaugh- 
ter of the eastern gray kangaroos.

which are viewed as sacred symbols 
by Australia’s indigenous people. 

Scientists say the kangaroos’ 
growing population threatens their 
survival, as well as that of some 
reptiles and insects. 

Police on Wednesday charged 
eight Aboriginal activists with tres- 
passing on the Canberra site where 
kangaroos are being killed. The 
activists want officials to relocate 
the animals; the Defense Depart- 
ment says that would be too costly.

Sweden Arrests 
2 in Bomb Scare 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Swedish 
police arrested two maintenance 
workers on suspicion of plotting 
sabotage after they tried to enter a 
nuclear power plant 150 miles south 
of Stockholm Wednesday with trac- 
es of a powerful explosive like that 
used in the 2005 London transit 


bombings, officials said. 

The plant’s operator, OKG, 
said no bomb was found and the 
incident did not pose a threat to 
the Oskarshamn generating sta- 
tion, which provides 10 percent of 
Sweden’s electricity. 

Experts said a bagful of the sus- 
pected explosive would not be pow- 
erful enough to damage a nuclear 
reactor but could wreak havoc in a 
power plant’s control room, (ap)

Va. Could Cut School Year 


Fairfax County School 
Board expected to end 
classes 2 days early 

The Fairfax County School Board 
is expected to approve a shortened 
school calendar Thursday, ending 
classes two days early and giving 
teachers the extra time to finish 
grades and wrap up the year. 

But the shift could cause a 
child- care scramble for some par- 
ents. The original school calendar 
set the last day of classes for June 
17. That would change to June 13 
under a proposal expected to win 
board support. 


It’s unusual for the region’s larg- 
est school system to scale back its 
schedule. Virginia requires 180 days 
of instruction each year, and the 
165,700 -pupil school system typi- 
cally includes an extra three days 
for weather-related school clos- 
ings. Officials are recommending 
that the extra two days be given to 
teachers. 

The proposal is intended to 
address teacher concerns that 
increasing commitments are eating 
away at their planning time. Some 
on the School Board also see it as a 
concession, given that they are likely 
to approve a 2 percent cost-of-liv- 
ing increase as part of a $2.2 bil- 


lion budget Thursday night, smaller 
than a 3 percent increase that had 
been proposed. 

“We all wish that we could pay 
our teachers more,” said board 
member Jane K. Strauss, Dranes- 
ville. “Our finest teachers work 
extremely long hours and are not 
paid for all their time.” 

What is great news for many stu- 
dents is turning into a headache for 
their parents. Elizabeth Wakefield, 
whose son is in kindergarten at Hay- 
cock Elementary School in the Falls 
Church area, said she had to scram- 
ble to make day-care arrangements 
for her son. michael alison chandler

Another 
Guilty Plea 
In Tax Case 

Former bank manager 
admits to laundering 
$17.9M in fake checks 

GREENBELT, MD. | A former Bank 
of America manager has plead- 
ed guilty to taking part in a giant 
embezzlement scheme allegedly run 
for several years out of the District 
of Columbia tax office. 

Thirty-three-year-old Wal- 
ter Jones of Essex pleaded guilty 
Wednesday in U.S. District Court 
in Greenbelt to conspiracy to com- 
mit money laundering. He faces up 
to 20 years in prison when he is sen- 
tenced in September. 

According to the plea agree- 
ment, Jones became friends with 
Harriette Walters — the woman 
accused of being the ringleader — 
in the mid-1990s. Between 2000 
and 2006, Jones deposited 6l fraud- 
ulent D.C. checks worth $17-9 mil- 
lion, it says. In return, he received 
at least $366,000 from Walters, 
the agreement states. Federal pros- 
ecutors believe at least $20 million 
was stolen by D.C. tax officials who 
wrote and cashed phony property 
tax refunds. Two other people have 
also pleaded guilty in the case, (ap)

Fort Reno Park 
To Remain Closed 


Arsenic level testing 
in D.C. park continues; 
soil results are varied 

District and federal officials released 
new soil test results Wednesday 
showing that arsenic levels at Fort 
Reno Park in Northwest Washing- 
ton are at safe levels, but the park 
will remain closed while authori- 
ties continue their analysis. 

The latest tests were performed 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency and are seemingly at odds 
with earlier results that led to the 
park’s closure a week ago. This time, 
13 soil samples came back well 
below the limits for human safety. 
Additional test results from the U.S. 
Geological Survey are expected as 
early as Thursday. 

“The park remains closed indefi- 
nitely,” said Bill Line, a spokesman 
for the National Park Service which 
controls the 33 -acre site. Line said 
the agency has a duty to ensure pub- 
lic safety and “we need more infor- 
mation” before Fort Reno can be 
reopened. 

The park, near Woodrow Wil- 
son High School in Tenleytown, is 
popular with area residents and is 
used for many community sport- 
ing events. 

The EPA tested the soil after 
the park’s closing at the request 
of the Park Service and Mayor 


Adrian M. Fenty. The 13 samples 
ranged from no traces of arsenic 
to a high of 12.3 parts per million 
in preliminary testing and a high 
of 10.1 parts per million in more 
detailed testing. 

Levels below 20 parts per mil- 
lion do not present a threat to 
humans, according to the Agency 
for Toxic Substances and Disease 
Registry. 

The park was abruptly closed 
after the Geological Survey found 
samples up to 25 times higher than 
federal regulations allow. Under the 
law, such high levels of contamina- 
tion must be removed. 

A.B. Wade, a spokesperson for 
the Geological Survey, said the 
original soil samples were tested 
by the Army Corps of Engineers and 
are being retested at a Geological 
Survey lab in Denver. When asked 
how the results could differ, Wade 
explained, “It’s not uncommon to 
find varying degrees of concentra- 
tion within close proximity in sam- 
pling sites. 

“If you are taking a football Reid, 
you could sample under the goal 
posts of the football field and you 
can come up with one number ... 
and you could go to the other goal 
posts and come with a completely 
different concentration. But you’re 
playing on the whole field and the 
question is, Ts it safe or not?”’

Airlines continue 
to add surcharges 
to boost ailing profits 

NEW YORK I For some time now, 
cash-strapped airlines have been 
doing away with once-complimen- 
tary perks such as earphones, meals 
and extra legroom in exit rows. 

Now the largest U.S. carrier 
is testing the limits of passen- 
gers’ willingness to pay for extras, 
announcing plans to start charg- 
ing $15 for what many fliers con- 
sider a downright necessity: a single 
checked bag. 

What’s next? 

“Pay toilets in the coach cabin, 
maybe,” joked longtime airline con- 
sultant Mike Boyd. 

American Airlines’ move is part 
of a larger effort by the industry to 
find new ways to improve revenue 
in the face of soaring fuel prices and 
a slumping economy. 

Still, the latest effort could be a 
tough sell with passengers. 

“It’s ridiculous,” said Louise 
Schum, a student from Steamboat, 
Colo., on a 10 -hour layover at Miami 
International Airport. “Charging for 
luggage is the cutoff line.” 

The added baggage fee amounts 
to a fare increase, and it comes on 
top of a series of ticket price increas- 
es and fuel surcharges the Indus-

try has pushed through in recent 
months. But it is also the equivalent 
of a trial balloon that could pop. 

“There comes a time when the 
nickel-and-diming starts to be 
annoying,” Boyd said. 

American also said it is raising 


fees for a number of other services, 
including those to transport pets 
and check oversized luggage. The 
airline last month agreed to join 
other major carriers in charging 
$25 for a second checked bag. 

That means a family of four, with 
each member checking two bags, 
must now spend an additional $320 
just to get their luggage to and from 
a destination. 

“I think that it’s outrageous,” 
said Bill Thompson of New York 
as he waited to board a flight. 
“You get the gas surtax, you get all 
these baggage fees. ... It’s awful.”

WASHINGTON | A proposal for the 
government to help cell phone cus- 
tomers avoid expensive fees when 
they cancel contracts with wire- 
less companies may go down in 
flames after consumer advocates 
protested Wednesday it isn’t gen- 
erous enough. 

Cell phone companies routinely 
charge customers $175 or more for 
quitting their service early. Under a 
proposal to the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, the wireless 
industry would give consumers the 
opportunity to cancel service with- 
out any penalty for up to 30 days 
after they sign a phone contract or 
until 10 days after they receive their 
first bill, among other provisions. 

In exchange for the government’s 
approval, the agreement would let 
cell phone companies off the hook 
in state courts where they are being

sued for billions of dollars by angry 
customers. If approved by the FCC, 
the proposal also would take away 
the authority of states to regulate 
the charges. 


The proposal would require 
companies to reduce fees month 
by month over the course of a con- 
tract based on how long custom- 
ers have left, according to people 
familiar with the offer who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the 
FCC has not accepted it. It would 
not abolish cancellation fees entirely 
and would not refund such fees to 
anyone who already paid them. 

Consumer advocates warned 
Wednesday that the industry’s 
offer wasn’t good enough. 

“If this plan goes through, the 
nation’s largest cell phone carriers 
get a get- out- of- court-free card,” 
said Chris Murray, senior counsel 
for Consumers Union, the nonprofit 
publisher of Consumer Reports. 

Another expert agreed. 

“The consumer protections are 
an inadequate fig leaf to justify 
federal pre-emption,” said Patrick 
Pearlman, a lawyer with the con- 
sumer advocate division of West 
Virginia’s Public Service Com- 
mission.

Boston’s Allen Is Still off the Mark 


Since they’re winning, 
Celtics aren’t worried 
about their star shooter 

NBA PLAYOFFS I The Boston Celt- 
ics expect Ray Allen to rediscover 
his shooting touch before the Big 
Three becomes the Big Two and 
championship No. 17 becomes a 
pipe dream. 

The Celtics advanced to the East- 
ern Conference finals and took a 
1-0 lead over the Detroit Pistons 
without much scoring from Allen, 
an eight-time All-Star closing in on 
20,000 career points. In Boston’s 
88-79 victory on Tuesday night, 
Allen had just nine points — none 
of them on outside shots. 

“I’ve scored a lot in my career,” 
Allen said after staying late, as usual, 
to practice his jumpers at the Celt- 
ics’ practice facility in Waltham on 
Wednesday. “But it’s good to be in 
this position, where I’m not going to 
let it” affect the rest of the game. 

From the last game of the first- 
round series against Atlanta to the 
first game against Detroit, Allen is 
averaging nine points on 31 percent 
shooting. After scoring in single- 
digits only six times during the reg- 
ular season, has done it five times 
in playoffs, including an O-for-4 in 
Game 1 against Cleveland — his first

shutout since he was a rookie. 

“Ray’s a part of the Boston Celt- 
ics, and the Boston Celtics are win- 
ning,” Garnett said, dismissing the 
idea that Allen needed support. “I’m 
sure it’s not his first shooting slump, 
and it’s definitely not his last. 

“So, I don’t have any sympathy 
for Ray Allen. I think he’s playing 
great basketball.” 

The Celtics wasted no time try- 
ing to get Allen involved in Game 
1, running a play for him on the 
very first possession; he missed. 
Allen missed another jumper but 
the next time down kicked it out to 
Paul Pierce for an assist and then 
drove to the basket for a layup. 

“I’m not worried about it. I’m 
really not,” Celtics coach Doc Riv- 
ers said. “We’re winning games, and 
Ray’s making plays.” 

And none of the Pistons would 
consider the prospect of leaving 
Allen open and challenging him 
to beat them. 

“Ray is a good shooter and he’s 
going to shoot the ball, no matter 
what,” Pistons coach Flip Saunders 
said. “I don’t treat him what he’s 
done over the week; I treat him what

Recently, they sat outside 
the locker room after a practice and 
swapped food stories. 

“I’m trying to switch to the fat- 
free milk,” said Sanford, 32. “Soy is 
a little too much for me.” 

“Ever try rice milk?” McWil- 


liams-Franklin, 37, asked. 

“Oh, heck, yes — and, no!” Sanford 
said with a laugh and a grimace. 

Both players grew up in Georgia 
— “ham hocks, collard greens, neck 
bones, chicken feet, pig ears,” said 
Sanford. Their choices have evolved 
over the years. Sanford buys organic 
eggs and milk, while McWilliams- 
Franklin shuns dairy altogether and 
has a daughter who is a complete 
vegan. Both players take vitamins 
and say their bodies have changed 
along with their diets — McWil- 
liams-Franklin has dropped three 
dress sizes over six years — without 
any noticeable loss in strength.

Suddenly, Bulls Are Back 


Chicago hopes top pick 
will help put a terrible 
season in the past 

N B A I John Paxson was upstairs in 
his bedroom when he heard his sons 
Ryan and Drew scream. Moments 
later, they dragged him downstairs 
to watch the draft lottery. 

The Bulls had just vaulted from 
the ninth pick into the top three, and 
what looked like a rather mundane 
drawing to Chicago’s general man- 
ager took an interesting twist. Then, 
they hit the jackpot and wound up 
with the No. 1 pick despite a 1.7 per- 
cent chance Tuesday. That means 
they will likely choose between Der- 
rick Rose or Michael Beasley, bar- 
ring a knockout trade offer.

And, suddenly, after a dismal 
season, the Bulls’ hopes are high 
again. Expected to contend in the 
Eastern Conference after reaching 


the second round of the playoffs last 
season, Chicago plummeted, losing 
49 games. But, suddenly, luck seems 
to be smiling on the Bulls. 

They hit a big jackpot this week, 
and Paxson hopes to strike again 
in a coaching search that is mov- 
ing at a deliberate pace. 

Paxson indicated Rose and Beas- 
ley are the only two players Chicago 
will work out for the No. 1 pick, per- 
haps an indication that he’s not look- 
ing to trade down in the draft. And 
he said he feels no pressure to take 
Rose, the hometown product. 

“These are two terrific young 
talents; there’s no doubt about 
it,” Paxson said. “They both offer 
totally different elements. One can 
impact the game without scoring. 
The other one can just flat out score 
the ball. It’s a nice position to be in.”

‘Indiana Jones’ proves 
comfortable with 
shifts in technology 

GRAPHlCSIIn these hallowed halls, 
Indiana Jones almost seems out of 
place. 

A banner with a 2-D cutout 
of the swashbuckling archaeolo- 
gist swings through the lobby 
of Industrial Light and Magic, 
where life-size replicas of Darth 
Vader and Bobba Fett from “Star 
Wars” stand guard. 

The home of George Lucas’ 
visual effects company is a high- 
tech temple to everything from the 
dinosaurs in “Jurassic Park” to the 
talking robots in “Transformers.” 
But Indy can’t take credit for the 
digital wizardry for which ILM 
has become famous over the last 
couple decades. 

When first approaching the lat- 
est “Indy,” director Steven Spielberg 
considered dusting offhis old-school 
approach. 

“He thought maybe we should 
just go back to the way we did 


things before, like matte paint- 
ings on glass and things like that,” 
said visual effects supervisor Pablo 
Helman. “We entertained that idea 
for a little bit, but we realized we 
could serve the storybetter by using 
our digital tools.” 

“It’s horrifying to work on a 
movie that has this many fans, but 
at the same time, it’s an opportunity 
and a challenge,” Helman said. “I 
think we were all very, very respect- 
ful of the other three movies but 
also to the fans. All the effects work 
that we’re doing is completely real- 
ity-based.” 

That is, if your reality includes a 
blooming atomic mushroom cloud, 
a seemingly endless Area 51 ware- 
house, a vicious monkey army, the 
City of Gold, thousands of man-eat- 
ing ants and sundry otherworldly 
things. All those locales and crit- 
ters were created by Helman and 
his ILM team for “Crystal Skull,” 
making up the film’s 450 effects 
shots — not quite as many as the 
600 -plus in “Transformers,” but 
more than you might expect from 
a flesh-and-blood character from 
the 1950s. 

“The only reason why they 
weren’t using computer-gener- 
ated effects back then is because 
they weren’t invented yet, but 
they were using the most up-to- 
date technology at the time,” said 
Helman. “So it only follows that 
we would do the same thing now.”

High prices at the pump and in the 
produce aisle have sent home garden- 
ers into their yards with a mission: 
grow-it-yourself dining. Sales of veg- 
etable seeds, tomato transplants and 
fruit trees are soaring as enterprising 
planters grow their own food. 

W. Atlee Burpee & Co., the 
nation’s largest seed company, has 
sold twice as many seeds this year 
as it did last year, with half the 
increase from new customers, the 
company’s president, George Ball, 
estimates. 

“When we saw the gas prices go 
up, we said, ‘Oh boy,”’ Ball said. 

Interest in growing fruits and 
vegetables picks up during eco- 
nomic downturns, people in the 
industry say. Seed companies say 
a dime spent on seeds yields about 
$1 worth of produce. Bad economic 
times can also mean more time to 
garden — people who cancel their 
summer vacations are around to 
water their tomatoes. The housing 
crunch also works in favor of vege- 
table gardens: If you can’t sell your 
home, you can replant it. 

“Over the past year or two when 
my boyfriend and I went shopping 
and started seeing how little we 
got out of the grocery store for how 
much, we figured we might as well 
give it a shot trying [to grow] our 
own veggies and take some of the 
weight off our pockets,” said Janet 
Bedell, who works at a lawn and gar- 
den center in Venice, Fla. 

That kind of thinking is leading to 
a big year for companies that sell to 
fruit and vegetable gardeners. Seed 
Savers Exchange, a nonprofit dedi- 
cated to preserving heirloom vege- 
tables, ran out of potatoes this year 
and mailed 10,000 tomato and pep- 
per transplants to customers in early

May, double its usual amount. The 
organization, based near Decorah, 
Iowa, sold 34,000 packets of seed 
in the first third of this year, more 
than it did all last year.

American amusement 
parks hope to ride out 
the fitful economy 

Amusement parks and water parks 
aren’t likely to see a drop-off in visi- 
tors this summer despite surging gas 
prices and the struggling economy, 
the head of North America’s third- 
largest park operator says. 

Families and teens still will come 
to ride roller coasters and gobble 
up funnel cakes and corn dogs, but 
they’ll probably spend less on games 
and souvenirs, said Richard Kinzel, 
chief executive of Cedar Fair Enter- 
tainment Co. 

“It’s always been sort of reces- 
sion-resistant,” Kinzel said in an 
interview. “That’s what we’re hop- 
ing for, and that’s what usually has 
happened in the past.” 

Cedar Fair operates 11 U.S. 
amusement parks, including 
Cedar Point in Sandusky, Ohio, and 
Kings Island near Cincinnati, and 


six outdoor water parks, as well as 
Canada’s Wonderland amusement 
park near Toronto. It also operates 
Michigan’s Adventure in Muskeg- 
on, Mich. 

Cedar Fair is spending 
$ 88 million this year on new rides 


and attractions, including 18 live 
shows and five roller coasters. The 
biggest and most expensive is the 
$21 million Behemoth at Canada’s 
Wonderland, now Canada’s fastest 
and tallest coaster. 

Not all of the spending will focus

on thrills. Cedar Point is opening 
Planet Snoopy with seven kiddie 
rides and a family lounge where 
parents can rest and feed their 
children. 

Nearly two years ago. Cedar 
Fair paid $1.24 billion to buy five 
parks from Paramount Parks Inc. 
The deal made Cedar Fair the third- 
largest company of its type in terms 
of attendance. 

Kinzelstarted in 1972 at Cedar 
Point, supervising food stands 
along the midway. Three years 
later, he became the park’s direc- 
tor of operations. 

Kinzel said that although gas 
prices will keep families closer to 


home, that could benefit Cedar Fair. 
In addition to parks in Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Ontario, Cedar Fair owns 
parks in California, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Missouri, Minnesota and 
North Carolina. 

He told The Associated Press 
that there are some encourag- 
ing signs already. Season pass 
and group sales are up over last 
year, although hotel reservations 
are down. Some families may be 
planning shorter stays this year, 
Kinzel said. 

The Walt Disney Co. said earlier 
in May that attendance at its parks 
in California and Florida were up 
5 percent in the first three months 
of this year. It credited a weak U.S. 
dollar with keeping Americans clos- 
er to home and attracting tourists 
from abroad. 

Online promotions have allowed 
company executives to make quick- 
er pricing changes on tickets if they 
see a drop in attendance or guest 
spending inside the parks, Kinzel 
said. 

“You can throw a discount out 
there very quickly if you need it to 
energize attendance,” he said. 

Founded in 1870, Cedar Point is 
one of the oldest operating amuse- 
ment parks in America. 

“People are always looking for 
an escape,” Kinzel said. “It’s always 
been a great form of entertainment.”

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WAYS OF SEEING: John Updike discusses “What is American about American art?” 


[on the] spot 


^ NAME: John Updike 
GIG: Great American author 


FOR MORE THAN 50 years, John 
Updike has been plumbing the 
depths of the American mind, 
populating his novels and short 
stories with wayward suburban- 
ites, faithless clergy and unscru- 
pulous witches. In his fiction as 
well as his critical essays, he has 
paid close attention to the lives of 
artists, pondering the Americanness 
of American art. He will examine 
that question at the Warner The- 
atre, where he’ll present the 37th 
annual Jefferson Lecture, titled 
“The Clarity of Things,” sponsored 
by the National Endowment of the 
Humanities. 

What does it mean to be an 
American viewer of art in the 
early 21st century? 

The eclectic nature of so much post- 
postmodern art depends on quota- 


tion from earlier works that a viewer 
should be able to spot a parody when 
he sees it. And every artist since the 
19th century has been engaged in 
a dialogue or argument with some 
of his predecessors. On the other 
hand, the thing itself must speak, 
and children set loose in a museum 
have ears as big as mine if not bigger. 
Wonder and surprise are an essential 
part of aesthetic response; knowing 
comment is optional. 

You write frequently about try- 
ing to find the guiding narratives 
behind the presentation of art. 
What role do exhibitions play in 
presenting art to viewers? 

Fifty years ago, when I lived in New 
York and haunted the Museum of 
Modern Art, the galleries were 
uncrowded and the wall com- 
mentaries were nonexistent. Now, 
the informative audio guides and 
eye-grinding wall comments almost 
entirely replace direct confronta- 


tion with the works themselves. 
They have become one more piece 
of homework for the mobs of consci- 
entious culture consumers. Where’s 
the fun? The idle joy? 

How do you see struggle and fail- 
ure in the act of creation? 

In my limited experience, the art- 
ist has only an approximate sense 
of failure and success; the narra- 
tives anthologists favor are often 
not my own favorites. All the artist 


can do is work to completion those 
ideas that excite him, and seek to 
have every effort feel to him like an 
adventure. Americans especially, I 
think, resist the idea of the artist as 
a tidy craftsman. They want a bit of 
the priestly and the crazy. 

In asking “What is American about 
American art?,” how do you think 
we should approach this question 
in an increasingly globally oriented 
America?

The very question in this age of 
diversity and promiscuous cross - 
pollination and economic involve- 
ment is somewhat provincial. Still, 
as an older American, raised in a 
world where the word “American” 
had a loud, clear ring, I am inter- 
ested in theories, from de Toc- 
queville on, as to what makes this 
nation distinctive. And I respond, 
with the confidence that famil- 
iar faces give us, to American art.

S TAG E I Remember how “Toy Story” 
made kids around the world afraid 
that their playthings were somehow 
self-aware? 

Adults may leave Catalyst The- 
ater’s “Crumble (Lay Me Down, 
Justin Timberlake),” with a similar 
feeling about their abodes, thanks 
to Jason Stiles’ creaking and at 
times menacing personification 
of a decaying apartment. 

Penned by Sheila Callaghan and 
directed by Shirley Serotsky — who 
teamed last year in “We Are Not 
These Hands” — the play focuses 
on the relationship between a wid- 
owed chef and her troubled daugh- 
ter. Mom (Elizabeth Richards) and 


Janice (Casie Platt) live together in 
a dilapidated apartment that lacks 
heat and is falling apart, thanks to 
Mom’s inaction. 


Twentysomething Platt masters 
the sulking silences and raging rants 
of 11-year- old Janice, who hosts 
bleach tea parties for her stuffed 


animals and raging fights among 
her Barbies. Her terminally anxious 
mother prepares complex feasts — 
which Janice won’t eat — and seeks 
the fruitless advice of sister Barbara 
(Kathleen Akerley), who is childless 
except for 57 cats. 

Janice and her mother both fan- 
tasize, about Justin Timberlake 
and Harrison Ford (in Indy char- 
acter), respectively. Eric Messner 
plays both these characters, plus 
the specter of the deceased father 
and husband. 

Meanwhile, the Apartment — 
clad in a shoddy old tux and lurch- 
ing about with a piece of pipe for a 
cane — reminisces about its days as 
a mansion, even longing for its time 
as a brothel. The Apartment would 
kill for a little TLC and, when he 
sees Janice’s plan for setting things 
right, takes measures to save him- 
self.

With the Lights Out 


Jean-Luc Godard’s 
1960s films put New 
Wave on the screen 

FILM I Richard Brody isn’t speaking 
at API Silver until June 26, toward 
the end of the theater’s six-week ret- 
rospective of Jean-Luc Godard films 
of the 1960s. But you shouldn’t wait 
to pick up “Everything Is Cinema: 
The Working Life of Jean-Luc 
Godard.” The New Yorker writer 
and editor’s intensively researched 
and compellingly written critical 
biography is indispensable to under- 
standing the master trickster of the 
French New Wave. 

The old saw is that when you fail 
as an artist, you become a critic. But 
the Nouvelle Vague had at its core 
a number of writer- directors who 
were first successes in the pages of 
Cahiers du Cinema: Godard, Eric 


Rohmer, Jacques Rivette, Francois 
Truffaut, Claude Chabrol. Then, 
having received their education 
in the movies at the movies, they 
went on to become revolutionary 
filmmakers. 

It’s hard to imagine now, but 
when Godard became an interna- 
tional sensation with the release of 
1960’s “Breathless,” he was in danger 
of coming too late to the table. His 
friends were already directing fea- 
tures, but it was Godard’s fractured, 
insouciant, existentialist homage to 
the gangster flick that put them all 
on the map. “‘Breathless’ was a shock 
from which the cinema has not yet 
completely recovered, and which it 
has not yet completely assimilated,” 
says Brody. 

“When I was 17 years old, and I 
loved jazz and I loved philosophy,” 
he notes, “‘Breathless’ was the first 
film I ever saw that made me think 


that the movies could be both like 
jazz and like philosophy. When 
Godard made the film, he wanted 
to convey, in real time, the moral 
commitment to the act of making 
the film. 

“What’s interesting is that 
unlike many films that are said 
to be ‘improvised’ — that is to say, 
improvised by the actors — here the 
actors weren’t improvising. ... It was 
Godard who was improvising.” 

Also showing this weekend is 
1961’s “A Woman Is a Woman,” a 
fast-paced, fragmented yet bitter- 
sweet love letter to the Hollywood 
musical that stars Anna Karina, 
the Danish beauty who would 
share a brief, tormented marriage 
with the director. Even after their 
split, she would continue to serve 
as his muse. 

Next week’s raw, violent “Pier- 
rot le Fou” (1965) finds Godard all 


but at the end of his tether. Screen- 
ing next month, “Pierrot’s” imme- 
diate predecessor, “Alphaville,” is 
as dreamlike a melange of science 
fiction and film noir as one could 
hope for. 

Connecting the API series with 
the two halves of the Hirshhorn’s 
“Cinema Effect” show, for which it 
served as a conceptual springboard, 
“Alphaville” is also one of the most 
peculiar and poignant attempts to 
win back lost love ever committed 
to celluloid. 

It could only have been made 
by a man for whom “everything is 
cinema,” one who could barely con- 
ceive an existence not mediated by 
the lens, glenn dixon

Back to the 
Grindcore 


Dying Fetus does a 
job of work keeping 
death metal alive 

FESTIVALS I “We’re still putting in 
work; we’re not rock stars,” says 
John Gallagher, vocalist and gui- 
tars of the Upper Marlboro -based 
death metal band Dying Fetus. “I 
never wanna think that I am big- 
ger than I am because you get all 
crazy and content, and that’s when 
bands start [— ing] up.” 

Despite humble beginnings and 
dizzying lineup changes — Galla- 
gher is the only remaining origi- 
nal member of the quartet — Dying 
Fetus is still going strong after 17 
years of face -melting shreddage. 
It plays the Maryland Death Fest 
this weekend, an event the band last 
attended in 2003. Its profile has 
gone up since then. “War of Attri- 
tion,” the band’s 2007 release, saw 
the biggest Dying Fetus sales to 
date, says Gallagher. 

But after they celebrate big 
sales, the band members trudge 
off to their day jobs. (Being a highly 
respected death metal artist doesn’t 


always pay the bills.) “It’s very hum- 
bling when you have to go back to 
the real world,” says Gallagher. “The 
old dogs are still out there because 
they don’t want to throw in the towel 
yet. They like the glory, the recog- 
nition, the accolades.” 

While “War of Attrition” feels 
fiercely political — “Arriving far 
too late, forecasts ignored, inad- 
equate response” from “Parasites 
of Catastrophe” — Gallagher says 
the music is a reflection of soci- 
ety. “[Politics] is not really all that 
consumes me. I just have too much 
going on with this music.” 

Dying Fetus has come a long way 
from its roots in a semi-rural coun- 
ty, but Gallagher hasn’t left every 
trace of his hayseed history behind: 
“Being a country boy down there in 
Calvert County, there isn’t a lot to 
do. So I guess me with my guitar 
and my Iron Maiden records really 

paid off.” ADAORA OTIJI (EXPRESS)

The Danish band 
Efterklang paints a 
post-pop landscape 

MUSIC I Choral music is alive and 
well in the 21st century — and cross- 
ing over into cool. Danish band Eft- 
erklang’s well- crafted songs are 
only marginally folk-inspired and 
not exactly pop, but have a distinct 
spiritual quality to them. 

Made up of a close-knit group of 
friends, Efterklang expresses itself 
in symphony, painting with broad 
strokes of winds and horns, stirring 
strings and resounding vocals; the 
group creates a cathedral of sound. 
The occasional lapse into concert 
band pomp keeps it interesting, but 
its members’ musicianship makes 
it compelling. 

“Half the band knows each other 
from high school, and the rest joined 
seven years ago when we moved to 
Copenhagen,” explains band leader 
and multi-instrumentalist Casper 
Clausen. 

“None of us really has a fixed 
musical background. We learned 
most of our musical skills from 


playing in different bands and 
experimenting with sounds and 
music for years.” 

The group’s 2004 debut, “Trip- 
per,” caught abuzz among followers 
of “post-rock” music or artsy, elec- 
tronica-tinged indie -pop, many of 
which flock to the band’s London

imprint the Leaf Label. Co -run by 
enigmatic Wire frontman Colin 
Newman, the label defies pigeon- 
holing and prides itself on cham- 
pioning “post- everything” musical 
styles by allowing its talent ample 
artistic license. 

“Most of our songs are composed 
on the computer,” says Clausen. 
“Mostly, it starts from a simple idea 


on the piano — or a new instrument, 
as we’re passionate instrument col- 
lectors — and then it grows inside 
the computer.” 

Efterklang’s orchestral maneu- 
vers, alternately quaint and grandi- 
ose, are somewhat architectural in 
structure and on occasion threaten 
to topple over into Philip Glass ter- 
ritory. But there is a humble musical 
heartbeat that underlies Efterklang’s 
dramatic soundtracks. 

That doesn’t mean you shouldn’t 
expect theatrics Saturday when the 
band plays the Rock and Roll Hotel 
on its first-ever U.S. tour. 

“We’re an eight-piece band this 
tour, and we’ll be wearing cos- 
tumes that my sister and I creat- 
ed for it,” says Clausen. “This time 
around, we’ve tried to focus much 
more on our physical appearance 
onstage ... and presenting our 
music in a more Tock’-like way.”

Hobbits meet horns 
as ‘Fellowship of the 
Ring’ goes orchestral 

SPECTACLE I Seventy-five musi- 
cians, a professional choir, a chil- 
dren’s choir, soloists, a big screen 
and one conductor to rule them all 
— welcome to the second of Wolf 
Trap’s monumentally ambitious 
film-and- orchestra events. 

Naturally, Wolf Trap doesn’t 
choose charming, quirky little 
indie flicks for these spectacles. On 
Thursday night, the Vienna venue 
will host a high- definition screen- 
ing of “The Lord of the Rings: The 
Fellowship of the Ring” accompa- 
nied by a live orchestra (see soloists, 
choirs, etc., above). 

In order to mount this produc- 
tion, composer Howard Shore 
(who won an Academy Award for 
this score) reworked the three -hour 
piece into a 50 -minute version suit- 
able to live performance. He then 
retrofitted his new score as a new- 
old one, a three-hour version that 
could accompany the film live.

The result is a touring event that 
has fans entranced from Switzer- 
land, where it premiered, to Mid- 
dle-Earth, which it evokes. Ludwig 
Wicki conducts the orchestra, the 
City Choir of Washington and the 
World Children’s Choir and keeps 
his eye on the big screen as Frodo 
and company go about their ring- 
disposal business. 

And if you can’t remember 
which one “Fellowship” was, it 
was the one with magical crea- 
tures, glittering tokens, short 
dudes with hairy feet and the battle 
between good and evil. Got it now?

Alex Brown Church 
of Sea Wolf spins 
dazzling sonic yarns 

M U S I C I “Well I woke up this morn- 
ing and I made a resolution,” goes 
one Sea Wolf song. “I said: I am 
never gonna sing another sad song 
again.” 

But if you’re Alex Brown Church 
— mastermind of Los Angeles band 
Sea Wolf — perhaps sad songs are 
in your DNA. “Maybe it’s easier to 
write a good sad song than a good 
happy song.” He agonizes. “Actually, 
I don’t know.” 

Church’s songs unspool in tiny 
cinematic vignettes, and any good 
story is premised on conflict. “I’ve 
always been very linear,” he says. 
“Beginning, middle, end. I went to 
film school, so I have this film sto- 
ryteller background. That’s my first 
instinct most of the time.” 

Maybe that’s why Sea Wolf found 
a foothold in the Silver Lake neigh- 
borhood, where tastes run more to 
Jarmusch than Spielberg. 

‘When I first moved to Los Ange- 


les in the late ’90s, I fell in with a 
group of friends all playing in other 
bands,” Church says. “Earlimart, Sil- 
versun Pickups, Irving” — the latter 
being Church’s previous outfit. 

“It was a good band, but I felt 
everyone else’s Irving songs were 
better than my Irving songs. So 
when I started Sea Wolf, it was just 
me writing songs in my house.” A 
demo found its way to Phil Ek, pro- 
ducer of Modest Mouse and Built to 
Spill. Now, an EP and album later. 
Sea Wolf’s first headlining tour 
brings it to D.C. 

Church’s autumnal songs 
marry pop forms with cello, accor- 
dion and other non-rock touches. 
Like Jeff Tweedy or Conor Oberst, 
Church innovates, but not too 
much. Kind of like his first influ- 
ence, Tchaikovsky. “I love ‘Peter and 
the Wolf,” he admits. “As a kid, my 
favorite record was ‘The Nutcrack- 
er.’ I listened to it all year ’round.”

Errol Morris seeks 
the stories behind 
the Abu Ghraib snaps 

FILM I Oscar-winning documentar- 
ian Errol Morris was going through 
photographs from the Abu Ghraib 
prison scandal when his editor took 
note of a particular picture show- 
ing Army reservist Sabrina Har- 
man posing over the dead body of 
an Iraqi prisoner. 

“He couldn’t get over Harman’s 
smile,” recollected Morris, director 
of 2004’s “The Fog of War: Eleven 
Lessons From the Life of Robert S. 
McNamera.” “I said, ‘What is the 
story here? The story isn’t the smile. 
The story is this detainee! ’” 

Morris’ new documentary, “Stan- 
dard Operating Procedure,” revisits 
the events at Abu Ghraib up to the 
publication of the now-famous pho- 
tographs depicting torture there and 
ending the careers of 12 soldiers. But 
the film also lays the groundwork 
for the broader story suggested by 
incidences such as Harman and the 


corpse of Manadel al-Jamadi. 

“Some other people were respon- 
sible for the death and cover-up. But 
we have pictures of people smiling 


and giving thumbs-up over the 
body,” Morris said. “So, who gets 
blamed for al-Jamadi’s death? 
Threatened with prosecution? 


What does the public think when 
it sees the pictures?” 

Those pictures, “Standard Oper- 
ating Procedure” suggests, both 


broke the Abu Ghraib story and 
ended its investigation prematurely. 
They allowed those soldiers shown 
in them — while guilty of violating 
the law — to be scapegoats, targets 
of blame whose culpability preclud- 
ed asking deeper questions. 

“I am deeply suspicious about 
images. Photographs play into ideas 
we already have,” Morris said. “They 
reinforce what we already think.” 

“Standard Operating Proce- 
dure” does not look for other cul- 
prits. The movie is a personal look 
at those involved; the stories by 
the soldiers do not show them to 
be either good or bad people — just, 
well, people. 

“There’s this idea that I should 
go after the big guys. That I should 
be a super- cop,” Morris said. “The 
movie approaches the story on an 
almost microscopic level — there, 
it has something to teach us about 
us. 

“My game was not the blame 
game. People ask me if I found 
the smoking gun,” Morris said. 
“Abu Ghraib is the smoking gun.”

Bluesman Tab Benoit 
is setting out to heal 
what ails Louisiana 

MUSIC I Known for his soft-spoken 
humility as an entertainer, Louisi- 
ana bluesman Tab Benoit is posi- 
tively outspoken and outraged as a 
wetlands activist. 

When asked about winning the 
Blues Foundation’s Contemporary 
Blues Male Artist of the Year award 
earlier this month, his response is 
grateful and blunt: “To be acknowl- 
edged is a good thing. I’ve pretty 
much done things my own way 
and didn’t follow that carrot on 
the stick.” 

But ask him about the prob- 
lems facing his home state, and he 
reveals himself to be an artist who 
is engaged, informed and angry. 

Yet, perhaps thanks to the twang

in his voice or the measured opti- 
mism in his sentences, he never 
sounds scolding, just gently encour- 
aging. “I’d really love to see some 
things change,” he says. “I’m pretty 


passionate about it.” 

Benoit is equally passionate 
about the blues, but comes across 
as a musician who prefers saying 
everything onstage, speaking elo- 
quently through his gruff vocals and 
signature Cajun-flavored riffs. 

He recorded his latest album, 
“Night Train to Nashville,” in front 
of a sizable audience at the Place on 
2nd in May 2007, with guests like 
Americana singer Jim Lauderdale 
and former Fabulous Thunderbird 
Kim Wilson. 

As to his relentless touring 
schedule and reputation for intense 
live shows, he’s predictably modest: 
“Blues is an improvisational genre. 
It’s a live medium. I’m a live artist, 
so I play live.”

Mikroknytes improv 
gadgetry extends 
even to instruments 

MUSIC I D.C. expatriates John 
Coursey and Derek Morton weren’t 
always Mikroknytes. Both were 
once local rockers performing on 
the margins of the District’s diverse 
music scene. 

But Morton, who now resides in 
Queens, N.Y., was always experi- 
menting with sound effect pedals 
and digging the latest developments 
in computer music software. It 
wasn’t long before his guitar seemed 
like so much dead weight. 

Coursey, who was looking to 
expand his chops on the violin, 
found the perfect collaborator in 
Morton, who also just happened 
to have the perfect practice space 


— a bungalow on N. Kansas Street 
in Arlington, which remains amid 
rising condos and is still known to 
sequester transient indie types. 

“We played a number of 
shows around town with vary- 
ing success,” says Coursey, now of 
Philadelphia. “It wasn’t until we 
took advantage of some free stu- 
dio time that Derek had accrued 
back in ’98 that we got more seri- 
ous as a duo.” 

The pair’s sound evolved quickly 
from spaced-out, violin/Casiotone 
drone -work initially to more con- 
ceptual expression, often performed 
in collaboration with other artists, 
including modem dancers and over- 
seas musicians through the use of 
Web -integrated, “cross - continental 
audio/video” technology. 

“We’re on the far end of the live 
electronic spectrum — there’s no 


pre -programming or sequences, 
Morton says of his ever-increasing 
array of gadgetry. “We’ve remixed 
ourselves live and jammed with it. 


but otherwise we use the computer 
like any other instrument.” 

Mikroknytes’ improvisational 
music is most always in motion even 


though it’s not really rhythm-based. 
“The rhythms are mostly inciden- 
tal,” says Morton. “The ones that 
happen on our new record come up 
and sweep out, but they’re not the 
backbone of a track.” Glitches also 
occur, he says. “A lot of mistakes end 
up on our recordings, but we keep 
them because they end up sound- 
ing fresh.” 

Mikroknytes’ new release, 
“Dekakille,” on Morton’s home- 
spun label Kavekavity, is two years 
in the making — somewhat due to 
living in different cities, although 
they regularly send tracks to each 
other over the Internet. 

The new album also documents 
10 years of working together. “Ten 
years is a feat for any obscure indie 
outfit,” Morton says. But Coursey 
equivocates: “People have actu- 
ally stopped me on the street 
and said, ‘Hey, Mikroknytes!”’

Silver Mt. Zion insists

MUSIC I The members of the Silver 
Mt. Zion are identified as anar- 
chists, avant-garde experimen- 
talists and post-rock heroes, but 
singer-guitarist Efrim Menuck 
says at least one of those charac- 
terizations is false. 

“None of us are anarchists,” said 
Menuck. “That’s lazy journalism. 
I don’t know where this started. 
We try to address it every time 
it comes up. Hopefully, someday 
it’ll stick.” 

Mt. Zion features two violins, 
cello, standup bass, electric guitars 
and drums ,and will play the Black 
Cat on Friday. The band’s long, 
beautiful songs build from extreme 
simplicity to avalanches of sound. 
Menuck, like violinist Sophie 
Trudeau and bassist Thierry 
Amar, played in the beloved God- 
speed You! Black Emperor, a band 
credited with trailblazing a genre — 
post-rock — it wants no part of. 


“We see what we’re doing as 
being grounded in rock,” Menuck 
said. “We see ourselves as a punk 
band or as a rock band. That’s our 
frame of reference.”

RECOUNTING HISTORY I Laura 
Dern vividly recalls her impres- 
sion of Florida Secretary of State 
Katherine Harris during the 2000 
recount. 

“I remembered how paralyzed 
we all felt when we first saw her,” 
Dern said. “‘Oh, my God, she’s going 
to make a decision?”’ 

But Dern began thinking a bit 
differently about the pilloried pol- 
itician after researching her role 


as Harris in HBO’s “Recount,” 
airing on Sunday night. “She sur- 
prised me with her intellect,” the 
actress said. 

Derided at the time for her heavy 
makeup and partisan ties, Harris 
was the character who presented 
the biggest challenge in the film, 
said director Jay Roach. 

“We didn’t want to go too far 
and portray her in any cartoonish 
way,” he said. 

The Republican Harris, who 
went on to serve two terms in the 
House of Representatives, declined 
to be interviewed by “Recount’s” 
screenwriter, Danny Strong. (He 


said she initially agreed but then 
didn’t call him back.) 

To learn more about her, Dern 
studied the news conferences that 
Harris gave during the recount. 
She said she was amazed at Har- 
ris’ “myriad emotions and person- 
ality traits and mannerisms.” 


In the end, Dern’s portrayal 
of Harris as a woman simultane- 
ously dazed and intoxicated by her 
power provides much of the film’s 
comic relief. 

But Dern didn’t try to play her for 
laughs: “The challenge as an actor 
and the great fun of it is: How do

you stay truthful, when that which 
is true is absurd?” she said. 

It remains to be seen what the 
real Harris will make of the por- 
trayal. Efforts to reach her through 
her former congressional chief of 
staff were not successful. 

But in October, the one-time pol- 
itician, who left public life after los- 
ing a bid for the Senate in 2006, told 
Sarasota Magazine that she didn’t 
see how Dern could play her. “She’s 
blonde and tall,” Harris said. 

Dern said she hoped Harris 
would change her mind after see- 
ing the film: “Maybe she’ll feel 
better when she sees the wig.”

DEVELOPMENT | What defines a 
neighborhood can be as complex 
as its ethnically and socioeconomi- 
cally diverse residents and as sim- 
ple as good food. While Columbia 
Heights houses a mixed population, 
it has not provided an abundance of 
high-quality restaurants. But that 
is soon to change. With the devel- 
opment of the Target- dominated 
D.C. USA shopping complex — and 
the crowds it will bring — this sec- 
tion of D.C, just north of U Street 
and just east of Adams Morgan is 
taking baby steps toward culinary 
definition. 

While Rumberos, Logan @ the 
Heights and Mayorga already have 
opened their doors, there is a whole 
new strip of restaurants waiting to 
supply residents with an interna- 
tional mix of cuisine just down the 
block on Irving Street. 

Already in operation is Pete’s 
New Haven Style Apizza (pro- 
nounced ah-beets). The owners of 
Pete’s wanted to bring this lesser- 
known style of pizza to the District. 
The crust, explains owner Thom- 
as Marr, has a “crispy bottom and 
chewy top.” Although it’s barely 
newsworthy anymore when a res- 
taurant emphasizes local, season- 
al and organic ingredients, Pete’s 
already scoops gelato from George- 
town’s Dolcezza and they plan to sell 
regional hero Dogfish Head brews. 


Pasta, panini and salads round out 
the Italian- American menu. 

Those who enjoy slurping oysters 
on the half shell at Hank’s Oyster 
Bar will now have a new place to rel- 
ish in the cooking of Jamie Leeds. 
Due to open in mid-July, Com- 
monwealth, “the people’s gastro- 
pub,” takes a page from Britain’s 
historic public houses, feeding 
the neighborhood fish and chips, 
bangers and mash, steak and Guin- 
ness pie and Welsh rarebit. 

Another locally owned place 
will focus on a tropical angle: the 
Caribbean-themed Zinnia. The 
tapas-style lounge will be open from 
breakfast through late-night cock- 
tails, and dining options include eat- 
in, take-out or delivery. 

Woodley Park’s Sake Club clones 
itself for a new location on Irving 
Street. The same sushi-and-sake- 
focused menu will play out for its 
new crowd by late summer. 

For quick bites, there’s the down- 
town lunch staple Potbelly (already 
open) and the burger favorite Five 
Guys. Mocha Hut, known for its 
sandwiches, coffee and wireless, 
will open its third shop on Irving, 
and it’s the last establishment to 
grab a spot in the Highland Park 
building, also home to luxury rental 
apartments. 

And this is just the start for 
Columbia Heights. “We’re not 
really competitors” Pete’s Marr 
assured, “we’re creating a destina- 
tion.” STEFANIE CANS
